A location for mining, except for Iron or

A location for mining Iron or Petroleum 
j shall not exceed 160 acres in area. 
On discovering a miners] deposit any per- 
son may obtain a mining location, upon mark 
\ 


ing out his leeation on the ground in aceord- 
ance with the regniations on that behalf, 
and filing with the Agent of the Domiaion 
Land for the district, within sixty days from 
discovery, an affidavit in form preseribed by 
Mining Reculations, and paying at the sume 
time an office fee of five dollars, which will 
entitle the person so recording his claim to 
enter into pessession of the location applied 
for. !

to the extent of one quarter section of 166 
acres, more or less, ; 


ENTRY. 


Entry may be madepersorally at the local 
Jand ofiice in which the land tu be taken is 
situate, or if the homesteader desires, he 
may, on application te the Mimnistes of the 
Interior, Ciitawa,er the Commissioner of 

Dominion Lands, Winnipeg, receive author- 


ity for some one to make entry for him. A 
fee of SlQts charced for an ordinary herme- 
stead entry ; but for iands whieh have been 
oceupied an additional fee of $10 is: charge- 
able to meet inspection and cancellation exe 
peuses, 


“ROMESTEAD DUTIES. 


Under the present law bomestead duties 
may be- performed in three ways, and on 
making application for entry the settler 
must declare under whieh of the following 
conditions he elects to hell his land :— 


1. Three years’ cultisation and residence 

during which period the settler may not be 

| absent for more than six months in any one 
year without forfeiting the entry, 


2. Residence for two years and nine months 
anywhere within two miles of the homestead 
quarter section, snd afterwards actual resid- 
ence ina habitable house upon the homestead 
for three months next prior te appitcation 
for patent. Under this system !0 acres must 
be broken tie first year after ewtry, 15 ad- 
ditional in the recom, and 15 in the third 
year; JO acres to be in crop the second yenr 
and 25 acres the third year. 


3. The five years’ system under which a 
settler may reside anywhere for the first two 
years (but must perfect his entry by com 
mencing cultivation within six months after 
the date thereof,) breaking five acres the 
first year, cropping those 5 acres and break- 
ing JO acres additional the second year, and 
also building ® habitable house before the 
end of the secon’ year, The settler muss 
commerce actual residence on the hamestea:t 
at the expiration of tue yexrs trom the date 
of entry, and thereafter reside upon and eul- 
tivate fits homestead for at least six mouths 
in cach of the three next succeeding years.
